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. ail and every. perfon and perfons, bodies politick and corporate, 
guilds and fraternities within this kingdom of Engigad, dominion 
of Wales; and town of Berwick upon Tweed, having any eftate 
in goods, wares, merchandizes, or other chattels or perfonal 
eftate whatfoever, either in their own poffeffion, or in the pof- 
feffion of others ih truft for them, (except, and out of the pre- 
miffes deducted, fuch fums of money as he or they do bona fide 
owe, and alfo the {tock upon lands, and fuch goods as are ufed 
for houfhold-ituff) fhall yield and pay unto their Majefties twelve 
bence in the pound, according to the true yearly profit thereof 
or one year, to be affeffed, levied and collected in manner here- 
in after mentioned ; (that is to fay) for every hundred pounds 
worth of fuch goods, wares, merchandizes, or other chattels, or 

erfonal eftate, the fum of fix fhillings ; and fo after that rate 
for ev greater or leffer quantity. 

II. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, That 
all and every perfon and perfons, commiffioner and commiflfion- 
ers, having, ufing or exercifing any office, or imployment of 
profit (fuch military officers who arè or fhall be in mufter, or 
Pay in their Majefties army or navy only excepted) fhall yield 
and p2y unto their Majefties the fum of twelve pence for every 
twenty fhillings, which he or they do receive in one year by vir- 
tue of any fees, profits accruing to him or them, by reafon or 
occafibn of their feveral offices or employments, to be afleffed, 
impofed, levied and collected, in fuch manner as hereafter is 
mentioned. And tothe end a further aid and fupply for their 
Miajefties occafions may be raifed by a charge upon all lands, 
tenements and hereditaments with as much equality and indif- 
ferency, as is poffible by a pound rate of twelve pence for every 
twenty fhillings of the true yearly value for one year only and no 
longer ; 

iv. Be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, That all 
and every the manors, meffuages, lands and tenements, as well 
freehold as copyhold, as alfo all quarries, all and every the 
mines of coal, tin or lead, and all iron works and falt works, 
all allom mines or works, all parks, chafes, warrens, woods, 
underwoods and copices, fifhings, tythes, tolls, and all other 
yearly profits.and hereditaments of what nature or kind foever 
they be. fituate, woe and being, happening and arifing with- 
in the kingdom England, dominion of Wales, or town of Bere 
wick upon Tweed, or within any the counties, cities, boroughs, 
towns, divifions, ridings, hundreds, lathes, wapentakes, pa- 
rifhes and places thereof as well within ancient demefne and 
other liberties and privileg’d places as without, fhall be, and are 
hereby charged for one year only and no longer, with the fum 
of twelve pence for every. twenty fhillings of the true yearly va- 
luce. And all and every perfon and perfons, bodies politick. and 
corporate, guilds, myfteries, fraternities and brotherhoods, whe- 
ther corporate or not corporate, having or holding in his, her 
or their actual pofieffion, any manors, mefiuages, lands,. tene-— 
ments, or other the hereditaments or premiffes, {hall yield and 


pay 
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o their Majefties the fum of twelve pence for every 
went fhillings by yee year, which the faid manors, meffuages, 
lands, tenements, hereditaments and other the premiffes are 
mow worth to be leafed, if the fame were truly and dona fide leaf- 
ed or demifed at a rack rent, and according, to the full true year- 
ly value thereof, without any refpect had to the prefent rents re- 
ferved for the fame, if fuch rents have been referved upon fuch 
leafes or eftates made for which any fine or tncome hath been 
paid or fecured, and without any refpect had to any former 
rates or taxes thereupon impofed : which faid fum of twelve 
pence for every twenty fhillings by the year of the faid true year- 
ly value of the premiffes fhall be affeffed, levied and collected in 
manner hereafter mentioned, and fhall be paid into the receipt 
of their Majefties exchequer by two equal payments; the firft 
payment thereof to begin and to be made upon the firft day of 
December, which fhall be in the year of our Lord one thoufand 
fix hundred eighty and nine. 

V. And whereas many of the manors, meffuages, lands, te- 
nements, tythes, hereditaments or premiffes intended by this 
act to be charged with the pound rate, as eforefaid, ftard in 
cumbred with, or are fubject and liable to the payment of feve- 
ral rent-charges or annuities iffuing out of the fame, or to the 
payment of divers fee-farm rents, rents-fervice, or other rents 
thereupon referved, by reafon whereof the true owners and 
proprietors of fuch manors, meffuages, lands, tenements, he- 
reditaments and premiffes, do not in truth receive to their own 
ufe the full yearly value of the fame, for which neverthelefe 
they are by this act charged to pay the full pound rate of twelve 
pence for every twenty fhillings of the true yearly value. 

VI. It is therefore declared and enacted by the authority a- 
forefaid, That it fhall and may be lawful to and: for the land. 
lords, owners and proprietors of fuch manors, meffuages, lands, 
tenements, hereditaments and premiffes as are charged with the 
pound rate as aforefaid, to abate and deduct, and to retain and 
keep in his or their hands twelve pence in the pound out of eve- 
ry fee-farm rent, and other annual rent or payment charged up- 
on, or iffuing out of the premiffes, or any part thereof, or there- 
upon referved ; and all and every perfon or perfons, bodies po- 
litick or corporate, being indebted in any fum or fums of mo- 
ney upon contract for intereft, fhall, for the better enabling 
them to pay and bear the rates and charges herein before refpec- 
Crey impofed upon them, be allowed bv virtue of this act, af- 
ter the rate of twelve pence in the pound out of all fuch intereft 
money which fhall be paid and grow due for any time between 
the thirtieth day of November one thoufand fix hundred eighty 
nine, and the thirtieth day of November one thoufand fix hun- 
dred ninety, by his or their refpective creditor or creditors, out 
of the debts fo by them owing, as aforefaid, and may, and are 
hereby enabled to deduct, retain and difcount the fame, any con- 
tract or agreement, mortgage, bond, condition, provifion, or 
ether affurance to the contrary in any wife notwithftanding ; noe 
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all and every perfon and perfons who are or fhall be any way in- 
tituled to fuch rents and annual payments, are hereby required 
to allow fuch deductions and payments upon the receipt of the 
refidue of fuch moneys as fhall be due and payable to them, as. 
aforefaid ; and all tenants are hereby faved harmlefs from an 
further payment of the twelve pence in the pound fo deducted, 
as fully and amply as if the fame had been paid into his Maje- 
jetties exchequer, or to fuch creditor or other perfon to whom 
the fame would otherwife have become due and payable. 
= WII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That for the better affefling, ordering, levying and collecting of 
the feveral fums of money fo as aforefaid limited and appointed 
to be paid, and for the more effectual poring of this prefent act 
in execution, it fhall and may be lawful for their ajefties to 
iffue out, or caufe to be iffued out under the great feal of England, 
fuch and fo many*commiffions as their Majefties fhall think fit, 
and therein and thereby to nominate, conftitute and appoint fuch 
and fo many perfons being refident, and having real eftates to 
the value of one hundred pounds a year, in the refpective coun- 
ties or.fhires for which they fhall be fo nominated to be com- 
muifiioners for putting this prefent act in execution, and alfo fo 
many of them to be of a quorum as their Majefties {hall think con- 
venient for the execution of this act; which faid commiffioners 
fo as aforefaid to be nominated and appointed, fhall in the re- 
{pective counties, cities, boroughs, divilions, towns and places 
for which they fhall be appointed commiffioners refpećtively, 
meet together at the moft ufual or common place of meeting 
within each of the faid counties, cities, boroughs, divifions, towns 
and places refpectively, at or before the third day of September, 
which fhall be in the year of our Lord one thoufand fix hundred 
eighty nine, or fuch other day as their Majefties by their com- .- 
miffion fhall appoint ; and the faid commiffioners, or fo many 
of them as fhall be pretent at the firft general meeting, or the 
major part of them, may by their confents and agreements divide 
as well themfelves as other the commiffioners not then prefent, 
for the execution of this aét, in hundreds, lathes, wapentakes, 
rapes, wards, towns and other places within their limits, privi- 
leged or not privileged, in fuch manner and form as to them 
fhall feem expedient ; and fhall direct their feveral or joynt pre- 
cept or precepts to fuch inhabitants, high conftables, petty con- 
ftables, bailiffs, and other like officers and minifters, and fuch 
number of them as they in their difcretions fhall think moft con- 
venient, requiring them to appear before the faid commiffion- 
ers at fuch place and time, not exceeding ten days, as they {hall 
appoint ; and at fuch their appearances the faid commiuiuflioners 
fhall openly read or caufe to be read unto them, the rates and 
affeffinents in this act mentioned, and alfo openly declare the 
effect of their charge to them, and how, and in what manner 
they ought and fhould make their certificates, and how they 
cught to procced in the execution of this act, according to the 
rates aforefaid; and if any high conftables, petty conftables, 
bailiffs, 
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bailiffs, inhabitants, or other officers or minifters to whom any 
recept fhall be directed, fhall abfent themfelves, without law- 
Fal excufe to be made out by the oaths of two credible witnefles, 
or if any períon hg Prot fhhall refufe to ferve, then every fuch 
perfon fo making efault, or refufing to ferve, fhall for every 
time of fuch default or refufal, forfeit and lofe unto their Maje- 
{ties fuch fum as the commiffioners, or the major part of them 
being prefent, fhall think fit, not exceeding the fum of forty fhil- 
lings: and at or after fuch general meeting had, and charge giv- 
en as aforefaid, the faid commiuffioners fhall take care that war- 
rants be iffued forth, and directed to two at the leaft of the moft 
able and fufficient inhabitants of each parifh, townfhip or place. 
within their refpective divifions, thereby appointing and requir- 
ing them to be affeffors of all and every the rates and duties by 
this act impofed, and fhall therein alfo appoint and prefix a cer- 
tain day and place for the faid affeffors to dppear before. them, 
and to bring in their certificates in writing, of the names and 
firnames of every perfon eves and refiding within the limits 
of thofe places with which they fhall be charged, and of the fub- 
fiances and values of every of them in goods, chattels, or other 
perfonal eftate, (ftock upon land, and goods ufed for houfhoid- 
{tuff excepted) or in offices or imployments of profit : and the 
faid affeffors are therein alfo to be required, and are hereby en- 
joyned to afcertain and inform themfelves by all lawful ways and 
means they can, of the true and full rate and valuation of the. 
true yearly rents and profits of all manors, meffuages, lands, 
tenements, as alfo all quarries, mines of coal, tin, or lead, all 
iron-works and falt-works, allom mies or works, parks, chafes, 
warrens, woods, underwoods, and copices, fifhings, tythes, 
tolls, and other hereditaments, of what nature or kind foever, 
fituate, lying and being, happening and arifing within the limits 
of thofe places with which they fhall be charged ; and being fo 
thereof afcertained they are to affefs all and every the faid ma- 
nors, meffuages, lands, tenements and premiffes before appoint- 
ed to be charged after the rate of twelve pence for every twenty 
fhillings of the true yearly value as the fame are let for, or are 
worth to be let at the time of the affeffing thereof as aforefaid, 
and to bring with them at the time and place fo as aforefaid pre- 
fixed for their appearance a certificate in writing of the faid af- 
feffment, and fhall then alfo return the names of two or more 
able and fufficient perfons living within the limits and bounds of 
thofe parifhes, townfhips, conftablewicks, or places where they 
fhall be chargeable re pectively, to be collectors of the moneys 
to be paid to their Majefties by this act ; for whofe paying in to 
the head collectors in manner hereafter mentioned, fuch mo- 
neys as they fhall be charged withal, the parifh or place where- 
În they are fo imployed fhall be anfwerable. And if any affef- 
fors fo as aforefaid appointed or to be appointed fhall.rreglect or 
refufe to ferve, or fhall make default at the time appointed fof 
his appearance (not having a lawful excufe to. be.witneffed tsy 
the oaths of two credible witneffes, which oath she fdid commil- 
T fianers, 
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fioners, or any two of them have power to adminifter 
fuch affeffor fhall for every fuch neglect, refufal or rane | "far 
feit and lofe unto their Majefties fuch fum as the commiffioners 
fhall think fit, not exceeding the fum of ten pounds: and every 
affeffor fo as aforefaid appointed or to be appointed, fhall before 
he take upon him the execution of the faid imployment take an 
oath to be adminiftred in thefe words following ; 








OU hall fwear, well and truly to execute the duty of an 
affefior, and to caufe the rates and duties impofed by an 
act, intituled, 42 aé for a grant to their Miajefties of an aid of twelve 
pence in the pound for one year, for the neceffary defence cd their 
realms, to be agi and impartially affeffled, according to the beft 
of your {kill and knowledge, and therein you fhall fpare no per- 
fon for favour or afféction, nor any perfon grieve for hatred or 


ill will; 
So help you God. 








Which oath any two commiffioners in the county where the 
faid affeflment is to be made have hereby power, and are requir- 
ed to adminifter. 


VIII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That the rates and affeffments upon all goods, chattels, perfo- 
nal eftate, offices and publick places and imployments charged 
by this aét fhall be afcertained, and the certificates thereof re- 
turned to the commiffioners upon or before the twelfth day of 
Offober, one thoufand fix hundred eighty nine, unlefs the com- 
miffioners fhall think fit to give further time; and alfo the tax- 


ations and affeflments of the pound rate of twelve pence in the 


pound for every twenty fhillings of the yearly value of all meffua- 


ges, lands, tenements, hereditaments and premiffes charged by 
this act, fhall be made and afcertained, and the feveral and re- 
fpective certificates thereof returned in to the commiffioners, up- 
on or before the twelfth day of October aforefaid, unlefs the com- 
miffioners thall think fit to give further time ; and the faid aí- 
feffors are hereby required to give one copy of their certificates, 
or affeffments fairly written and fubfcribed by them unto the faid 
commiflioners by whom they were appointed, and the faid com- 
miffioners or any two or more of them are hereby ordered and 
required to caufe the faid feveral and refpective affefiments to 
them delivered (if by them ap roved of) to be fairly written, 
and to fign and feal feveral duplicates or copies of the faid affefi-

but without naming the perfons in fuch their certificates; and 
this the faid commiffioners fhall caufe to be done upon or before 
the twenty fifth day of November then next enfuing, or within 
thirty days after, all appeals to them made being firft determin- 
ed; and the King’s remembrancer in the exchequer for the time 
being fhall, and is hereby required within three months after the 
duplicates of the laft payment fhall be tranfmitted to him, to 
tranfcribe all the {chedules and duplicates of the fums returned

days after; and the.Gid head collectors are to haften the faid 
fubcollectors ; and fi cafe the fame fhall not be collected by rea- 
fon of the neglect or failure of duty in the faid fubcollectors, the 
faid head collectors are to proceed againft them by diftrefs in like 
manner, and by like warrant as aforefaid. And every head col-

and the. faid head collectors fhall make payment thereof to the 
receiver general of the faid county, 2 or place, upon or be- 
fore the twenty eighth day of February aforefaid, or within twen- 
ty days after : and the faid receiver general is alfo required to 
make payment of all which he fhall fo réceive, into their Maje- 
{ties receipt of exchequer, upon or before the firft day of March 
then next enfuing, or within thirty days after, to the end that 
the fecond payment of the faid pound rate fo charged as afore- 
faid, may by that time be fully anfwered and paid in to their 
Majefties ; and all commiffioners, collectors and receivers, are 
hereby required and enjoyned to apply themfelves with all dili- 
gence to the moft fpeedy and effectual execution of their feveral 
and ref{peéctive duties, that fo their Majefties fervice herein may 
not be delayed or hindred through any of their wilful neglect or 


default. 
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X. And it is further enacted and declared by the authority a- 
forefaid, That the moneys received By the fubcollectors within 
the refpective divifions or hundreds, fhall from time to time be 
duly paid to the head collector, whofe receipt fhall be a fufficient 
difcharge unto every fuch fubcollector ; which fubcollector for 
gathering the faid particular fums, fhall retain in his hands for 
every twenty fhillings by him fo paid, three pence, as a reward 
for his pains and fervice ; and the head collector fhall according- 
ly pay over the faid moneys unto the receiver general of each 
county, city or place refpectively, in manner aforefaid ; which 
head collector or collectors fhall be nominated and appointed by 
the receivers general of the refpective counties ; which faid re- 
ceivers general fhall be anfwerable for all fuch fums of money as 
fhall be by him or them collected or received ; and that no fab 
collector fhall be enforced to travel above the fpace of ten miles 
for the payment of the faid moneys that fhall be by him collect. 
ed or received ; and the faid receiver general’s acquittance {hall 
be a fufficient difcharge unto every fuch head colleétor, who fhall 
retain in his hands for every twenty fhillings fo by him paid one 
peny, as a reward for his pains and fervice ; and the receiver 
general fhall pay the whole fums by him received, unto the re- 
ceipt of their Mayjefties exchequer, in fuch manner, and at or 
before fuch days and times as are herein before limited, and 
fhall have an allowance of two pence in the pound for al! mo- 
neys which fhall be by him paid into the receipt of the exche- 
quer, upon or before the time prefixed in this at. And for the 
careful writing and tranfcribing the faid warrants, eftreats and 
duplicates in due time, it is further enacted, That the commit. 
fioners clerks, who fhall refpectively perform the fame, fhall by 
warrant under two or more of the commiffioners hands, have 
and receive from the refpective head collectors, one peny in the 
pound of all fuch moneys as he or they fhall have received by 
virtue of fuch warrants and eftreats, who are hereby appointed 
and allowed to pay the fame accordingly; and if any perfon 
fhall neglect or refufe to pay the feveral rates and affeffinents 
wherewith he is charged by this act, for or in refpect of his goods, 
chattels, perfonal eftate, offices or employments, and which he 
ought to pay, if the pound rate, or any payment thereof, fo as 
aforefaid charged upon any manors, mefiuages, lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments and premiffes fhall be neglected or refuf- 
ed to be paid, then upon demand made by the officer or collector 
of the place, according to the precept or eftreat to him deliver- 
ed .by the faid commiflioners, it fhall and may be lawful to and 
for fuch officer or collector, and they are hereby required for 
non-payment thereof, to diftrain the perfon or perfons fo refui- 
ing or neglecting to pay, by his or their goods or chattels, or to 
diftrain in and upon the meffuages, lands and tenements fo 
charged ; and the goods and chattels then and there found, and 
the diftrefs fo taken, to keep by the fpace of four days at the 
cofts and charges of the owner thereof; and if the faid owner 
do not pay the fum of money due by this aft, within the faid 
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four days, then the faid diftrefs to be 0% by two or three 
of the inhabitants where the faid diftrefs is taken, and there to 
be fold by the faid officer or collector, for the payment of the 
faid money, and the overplus coming by the faid fale (if any be) 
over and above the charges of taking and keeping the di S, 
to be immediately reftored to the owner thereof: and moreover, 
it fhall be lawful to break open in the day-time any houfe, and 
upon warrant under the hands and feals of any two or more of 
the faid commiffioners, any cheft, trunk or box, or other things 
where goods ‘are, and call to their afliftance the conftables, 
tythingmen, or headboroughs within the counties, towns or 
places where any refufal, neglect or refiftance fhall be made ; 
which faid officers are hereby required to be aiding and affifting 
in the premifies. ` 

XI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
‘That where any perfon or perfons, chargeable with .any rates 
or affeffments by this act impofed, fhall be under the age of one 
and twenty years, there, and in every fuch cafe the parents, 
guardians, or tutors of fuch infants refpectively, upon default 
of payment by fuch infants, fhall be, and are hereby made liable 
to and et agen with the payments which fuch infants ought 
to have made; and if fuch parents, or guardians, or tutors, 
fhall neglect or refufe to pay as aforefaid, it fhall and may be 
lawful to proceed againft them in like manner, as againft other 
perfon or perfons making default of payment, as herein before 
appointed : and all parents, guardians, or tutors, making pay- 
ment as aforefaid, fhall be allowed all and every the fums fo 
paid for fuch infants upon his and their accompt : and the feve- 
ral and refpective tenants of all and every the mefluages, manors, 
lands, tenements, hereditaments and premjffes, which by vir- 
tue of this act fhall be charged with any pound rate, as afore- 
faid, are hereby required and authorized to pay fuch fum and 
fums of money, as fhall be rated upon fuch meffuages, lands, 
tenements, hereditaments and premiffes, and to deduct out of 
the rents fo much of the faid rates as in refpect of the faid rents 
payable for fuch meffuages, lands, tenements, hereditaments, 
or premiffes the landlord fhould and ought to bear; and all land- 
lords, both mediate and immediate, according to their refpec- 
tive interefts, are hereby required to allow fuch deductions and 
payments upon receipt of the refidue of the rents ; and every te- 
nant paying the faid affefiment of the pound rate, fhall be, and 
as hereby acquitted and difcharged for fo much money as the 
{aid affefifment fhall amount unto, as if the fame had been ac- 
tually paid unto fuch perfon or perfons unto whom his rent 
fhhould have been due and payable. 

XII. And be it further enacted, That every perfon rated or 
affefied for his office or employment, fhall be rated, and pay for 
his faid office and employment in the county, city or place where 
fuch office or employment is executed ; and every perfon who is 
or fhall be rated for, or in refpect of any perona eftate to him 
any way belonging, fhall be rated, and the fum or fums on hi 
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or her fet, fhall be levied at fuch places where he or fhe with his 
or her family {hall be refident at the time of the execution of this 
act ; and all perfons not being houfholders, nor having a certain 
ace of refidence, fhall be taxed at the place where they are re- 
fident, at the time of the execution of this act; and if any per- 
fon who ought to be taxed by virtue of this act, fhall at the time 
of his affeffment, for or in refpect of his ready moneys, or per- 
fonal eftate, be out of the realm, fuch perfon fhall be rated there- 
fore in fuch county, city or place where he was laft abiding with- 
in the realm ; and every perfon who fhall be rated or affeffed for 
or in refpect of any meffuages, manors, lands, tenements, he- 
reditaments, or other the premiffes, according to the pound rate 
of twelve pence in every twenty fhillings yearly, as aforefaid, 
{hall be rated and affiefled in the place where rhe meffuages, 
manors, lands, tenements, hereditaments and premiffes re{pec- 
tively do lie, and not elfewhere. 

XII. Provided always, I hat if any perfon or perfons having 
feveral manfion houfes or places of refidence, fhall be doubl 
charged by virtue of this act, for or in refpect of his or their 
perfonal eftate, then upon certificate made by two or more cf 
the commiffioners for the county, city or place (which certifi- 
cate the faid commiffioners are required to give without delay, 
fee or reward) of his or their laft perfonal refidence, under their 
hands and feals, of the fum or fums charged upon him or them, 
and in what capacity or refpect he or they were fo charged ; and. 
upon oath made of fuch certificate before the commiflioners to 
whom fuch certificate fhall be tendred (which oath the faid cam- 
miffioners are hereby authorifed to adminifter) then the perfon 
and perfons fo doubly charged fhall, for fo much as fhall be fo 
certified, be difcharged in every other county, city or place. 
And if any perfon that ought to be taxed by virtue of this act, 
for or in refpect of his perfonal eftate, fhall by changing his place 
of refidence, or by any other fraud or covin efcape from the 
taxation, and not be taxed, and the fame be proved before the 
commiufiioners or any two of them, or before any two juftices of 
the peace, of the county where fuch perfon dwelleth or refideth, 
at any time within fx months next enfuing, after fuch tax made, 
every perfon that fhall fo efcape from the taxation and payment, 
fhall be charged upon proof thereof, at the double value of fo 
much as he ould or ought to have been taxed at by this act; 
the faid double value upon certificate thereof made into the ex- 
chequer by the commiflioners or juftices before whom fuch proof 
fhall be made, to be levied of the goods, lands and tenements 
of fuch perfons towards the fupply aforefaid. 

XIV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That the commiffioners that fthall be within any county, city or 
place within their refpective limits, or the major part of them, 
fhall rate, tax and affefs every other commiffioner joyned with 
them, for and in refpect of the goods, chattels, and perfonal 
eftate whereof fuch commiffioner fhall be pofiefied ; and alfo for 
and in refpect of the offices and employments of profit, which a 
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the time of fuch taxation fhall be held and enjoyed by fuch com- 
miffioner, fo as the refidence and ufual ra e daa fia of fech 
commiffioner fo to be taxed, be within the divifion of fuch com- 
miffioners by whom he is taxed, and {o as the office or employ- 
ment held and enjoyed by fuch commiffioner fo to be taxed, be 
likewiíe to be exercifed within the divifion or limits of fuch com- 
miffioners, by whom he is to be taxed; and the commiffioners 
within their divifion fhall alfo affefs every affeffor within their di- 
vifion, who fhall be poffefied of any goods and chattels, or other 
perfonal eftate, for which by this act he ought to be rated and 
affefied ; and as well all fums upon every the faid commiffion- 
ers and afieffors, as the affefiments made and fet by the affeffors 
aforefaid, fhall be written, eftreated, levied and gathered as it 
fhould and ought to have been if the faid commiffioners had not 
been named commiffioners. - 

XV, And be it further enacted and ordained by the authority 
aforefaid, That all and every perfon and perfons having any 
fhare or fhares, or intereft in the frefh ftream of runnine-water 
brought to the north parts of London, commonly called the New 
River; or in the Thames water-works3 or in the Hyde-Park or 
Afarybone waters, or any rents or profits arifing thereby; and all 
perfon and perfons having any fhare or intereft in the ftock or 
ftocks for printing of books in or belonging to the houfe com- 
monly called the King’s printing-houfe, fhall pay ‘for the fame 
the fum of one fhilling for every twenty fhillings of the clear 

early value thereof; and that all companies of merchants in 
y pene charged by this act, fhall be affeffed by the commifiion- 
€rs to be nominated and appointed for the faid city, or any 
three of them, for their refpective joynt ftock and ftocks; and 
all and every perfon and perfons having any {hare or fhares, or 
intereft in the New River water brought to the north parts of 
London, or in the Thames water-works, or the Hyde-Park, or 
MMarybone waters, or any rents or profits arifing thereby charged 
by this act; and alfo the faid ftock and fhares for printing, as 
afprefaid, fhall be affeffed for the fame in like manner by the 
faid commiffioners or any three of them, after the rates herein 
contained ; and the fame fhall be paid to fuch perfon or perfons, 
as the {aid commiffioners fhall appoint, by the governors and 
treafurers of the faid refpective companies, and by the treafurers 
of the faid river-water and water-works, and {tock for printing, 
‘and be deducted at and out of their next dividends. 
XVI. Provided always, and it is hereby declared, That the 
feveral rates and taxes, to which the lords and peers of this 
realm, fhall be liable by virtue of this act, for or in refpect of 
their perfonal eftates and offices, fhall be received by a collector, 
to be nominated by the peers; which faid collector fhall caufe 
the fame to be aad into their Majefties receipt of exchequer at 
Wefiminfier, upon or before the firít day of December, in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand fix hundred eighty nine, or with- 
in thirty days after. XVII. Pro- 
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XVII. Provided alfo, That this act fhall not extend to the in- 
habitants of Scotland, Ireland, “ferfey or Guernfey, for or con- 
cerning any fuch perfonal eftate aforefaid, which they, or any 
to their ufe, have within the places aforefaid, or to any who 
having been inhabitants of Ireland, and have fled into this king- 
dom, fince the firt day of November one thoufand fix hundred 
eighty eight, for or concerning any perfonal eftate which they, 
or any to their ufe have in this kingdom of England, or in the 
faid kingdom of Ireland; and if any perfon or perfons certified, 
affeffed or rated, for or in refpect of any real or perfonal eftate, or 
for or in refpeét of any matter or thing, for which by this act he 
or they may be rated or charged, do find him or themfelves a- 
grieved with fuch affeffing or rating, and do within ten days after 
demand thereof made, complain to the commuflioners, the faid 
commiffioners, or any two or more of them (whereof one of 
the commiffioners who figned or allowed his or their rate to be 
one) fhall and may within fourteen days after fuch complaint, 
particularly examine any perfon or perfons upon his or their 
oath (other than the party complaining :) touching the value of 
his or their real or perfonal eftate, and other the matters afore- 
faid, and upon due examination, or knowledge thereof, abate, 
defalk, increafe or enlarge the faid affefiment ; and the fame fo 
abated, increafed or enlarged, fhall be certified or eftreated by 
them into the exchequer in manner aforefaid ; and to that end 
the faid commiffioners are hereby required, to meet together for 
the determining of fuch complaints and appeals accordingly. 

XVIII. And it is further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
T hat if any affeffor, collector, receiver, or other perfon appoint- 
ed by the commiffioners, fhall wilfully neglect, or refufe to per- 
form his duty in the due and fpeedy execution of this act, the 
faid refpective commiflioners, or any three or more of them, 
may and fhall, by virtue of this act, impofe on fuch perfon and 
perfons, fo refufing or neglecting their duties, any fine not ex- 
ceeding the fum of five pounds for any one offence, the fame to 
be levied and certified as aforefaid, into his Majettics court of 
exchequer, and charged upon the refpective receiver general a- 
mongft the reft of the rates aforefaid ; and the faid commiflion- 
ers, or any two or more of them, may or fhall from time to 
time call for, and require an accompt from the refpective receiver 
general, of all the moneys received by him of the faid head col- 
lectors, and of the payment thereof into his Majefties receipt 
of exchequer, according to the direction of this act; and in cafe 
of any failure in the premiffes, the faid commuffioners, or any 
two or more of them, are hereby required to caufe the fame to 
be forthwith leviec, and paid according to the true intent and 
meaning of this 2ft ; and in cafe of any controverfie arifing be~ 
tween the faid ccomroifiigicrs, Coucernins any rates or affefI- 
ments to be laid by vicruc oF this act, the commifhoners that 
{hall be concerned therein fhail bave nro voice, wut fisoil wirh- 
draw during tte cenzie oF such controverfic, until ic be deter- 
mined by the iecelt ot the commufioners 5 and ail cucitions and 
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differences that fhall arife touching any of the faid rates, taxes, 
aflefiments or levies, fhall be heard and finally determined by 
two or more of the commiffioners, upon complaint thereof to 
them made, by any perfon or perfons thereby grieved; without 
further trouble or fuit in law; and the faid receivers general 
fhall give acquittances gratis to the faid head collectors, for all 
moneys of them received ; and the faid head colleétors thal] 
alfo give acquittances gratis to the fubcolleétors, for all fuch 
moneys as {hall be paid by them in purfuance of this act ; 
and the faid fubcollectors fhall make and deliver to the faid 
head collectors, a perfect fchedule fairly written in parchment 
under their hands and feals, figned and allowed by any two or 
more of the refpective commiffioners, containing the names, 
firnaines, and places of abode, of every perfon within their re- 
{[pective collection, that fhall make default of payment of any of 
fhe fums that fhall be rated or affeffed on fuch perfon by virtue 
ef this act, where no fufficient diftrefs is to be found, and not 
otherwife, and the furn and fums charged on every fuch perfon ; 
the fame fchedule to be delivered by the head collector to the 
receiver general of the county, city or place refpectively, to be 
by him returned into their Maietties court of exchequer, where- 
upon every perfon fo making default of payment may be charg- 
ed by procefs of the court; according to the courfe of the court 
of exchequer in fuch cafes. 

__ MIX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That no letters patents granted by their Majefties, or any of 
their royal progenitors, to any perfon or perfons, cities, bo- 
roughs or towns corporate within this realm, of any manner of 
liberties, priviledges, or exemptions from fubfidies, tolls, taxes, 
affefiments or aids, fhall be conftrued or taken to exempt : 
perfon or perfons, city, borough or town corporate, or any the 
inhabitants of the fame, from the burthen and charge any 
fum or fums of money granted by this act; but that all and 
every fuch perfon and perfons, city, borough and town c 
yate, fhall pay their proportions of all rates and affeffments by 
this prefent act impofed (any fuch letters patents, grants or 
charters, or any claufe of non obffante, matter or thing therein 
contained, or any law, ftatute, cuftom or prefcription, to the 
contrary notwithitanding.) _ . . 
= XX. Provided alfo, That no perfon inhabiting in any Siy 
borough or town corporate, fhall be compelled to be any affeffor 
or colleét=r of, or for any part of the rates and affefiments here- 
by granted, in any place or places out of the limits of the faid 
borough or town corporate. ee i i 

XXI. Provided alfo, That nothing in this act contained fhall 
be extended to charge any college or hall in either of the uni- 
verfities, or the colleges of Windfor, Eaton, Winton or Weft- 
minfter, or any hofpitals or almfhoufes, or any free fchool, for 
or in refpect of the fcites of the faid colleges or halls, or hof- 
pitals, or almfhoufes, or free {chool, or any matter, fellow, ai 
fcholar of any fuch college or hall, or in any other free ichoo s

Or any reader, officer or minifter of the faid univerfities, colleges 
or fchools, or of any almfmen of any hofpitals or almfhoufes,

{chools, hofpitals or almfhoufes, nor to charge an of the houfes

exemption by this act, but that all the houfes and lands which 
they fo hold, fhall be rated for fo much as they are yearly 
worth, over and above the rents referved and payable to the 
faid hofpitals, colleges, halls, almfhoufes or free fchools. 
A XIII. Provided alfo, That where any perfon inhabiting 
within the city of London, or any other city or town corporate,

and not elfewhere, 

XXV. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That in 
cafe any lands or houfes in any parifh, place or conftablewick, 
fhall lie unoccupied, and no diftrefles can be found on the fame, 
nor the perfon of the true owner or proprietor can be found 
within the faid county, by reafon whereof the rate and affeff- 
ment upon fuch unoccupied lands cannot be levied, I hat then 
upon complaint thereof made to the commiffioners, for the coun- 
ty where fuch cafe‘thall happen to be, the faid commiffioners, or 
any two or more of them, fhall certifie into their Majefties court 
of exchequer, the name of the perfon whofe land or houfe fo 
lieth unoccupied, together with the fum thereupon afleffed, 
and the parifh or place where fuch land lieth 5 which certificate 
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is hereby declared to be a fufficient charge upon the perfon and. 
land therein named, and fhall make the perfon debtor to their 
Majefties for the fum fo affeffed ; and the court of exchequer 
fhall ifue out procefs thereupon againft the body, goods, and 
all other the lands of fuch debtor, until the fum fo affeffed be 
fully and effectually levied and paid to their Majefties. 

XXVI. And it is hereby further enacted and declared, That 
at the expiration of the refpective times in this act prefcribed, 
for the full payment of the feveral and refpective rates and affefi- 
ments herein before granted, the feveral and refpective com- 
miffioners, or any two or more of them, within their divifion 
and hundred, fhall and are hereby required to call before them, 
the chief collectors and fubcollectors within each refpective di- 
wifion and- hundred, to examine and affure themfelves of the 
full and whole payment of the particular fum and fums of mo- 
ney charged within and upon the faid divifion and hundred, 
and every parifh and place therein, and of the due return of

and regiftred apart and diftinct from all other monies paid or

be regiftred in courfe, according to the date of the talley re- 
{pectively, without preference of one before another, and that 
all and every perfon and perfons fhall be paid in courfe, accord- 
ing as their orders fhall ftand entred in the faid regifter book ; 
fo as that the perfon, native or foreigner, his executors, ad- 
miniftrators and affigns, who fhall have his order or orders 
firft entred in the faid book of regifter, fhall be taken and ac- 
counted as the firft perfon to be paid upon the monies to come 
in by virtue of this act ; and he or they who fhall have his or 
their order or orders next entred, fhall be taken and account- 
ed to be the fecond perfon to be paid, and fo fuccefiively and 
in courfe; and that the monies to come in by this act, fhall be 
-in the fame order liable to the fatisfaction of the faid refpective 
parties, their executors, admiuniftrators or affigns sepia cong 
without preference of one before another, and not otherwife, 
and not to be divertible to any other ufe, intent or purpofe 
whatfoever ; and that no fee, reward or gratuity, eho: or in- 
directly, be demanded or taken of any their Majefties fubjects, 
for providing or making of any fuch books, regifters, entries, 
view or fearch, in or for payment of money lent, or the in- 
tere{t, as aferefaid, by any of their Majefties officer or officers, 
their clerks or deputies, on pain of payment of treble damages 
to the pary grieved by the party offending, with cofts of fuit; 
or if the officer himfelf take or demand any fuch fee or reward, 
then to lofe his place alfo ; and if any undue preference of one 
before another fhall be made, either in point of regiftry or pay- 
ment, contrary to the true meaning of this act, by any fuch 
officer or officers, then the party offending fhall be liable by 
action of debt, or on the cafe, to pay the value of the debt, 
damages and cofts tothe party grieved, and fhall be forejudged 
from his place or office ; and if fuch preference be unduly made 
by any his deputy or clerk, without direction or privity of his 
matter, then fuch deputy or clerk only fhall be liable to fuch 
action, debt, damages and cofts, and thall be for ever after un- 
capable of his placeor office; and in cafe the auditor fhall not 
direct the order, or the clerk of the pells record, or the teller 
make payment according to each perfon’s due place and order

XXIX. Provided always, and be it hereby declared, That 
2, if 
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if it happen that feveral tallies of loan, or orders for payments, 
as aforefaid, bear date, or be brought the fame day to the au- 
ditor of the receipt to be regiftred, then it fhall be interpreted 
no undue preference which of thofe he enters firft, fo he entera 
them all the fame day, 

XXX. Provided alfo, That it fhall not be interpreted any 
undue preference to incur any penalty in point of payment, if 
the auditor direct, and the clerk of the pells record, and the 
teller do pay fubfequent orders of perfons that come and de- 
mand their money, and bring their orders before other perfona 
that did not come to demand their money, and bring their

or other officers aforefaid, fhall daily carry, or caufe to be car- 
ried away, upon pain to forfeit forty fhillings for every fuch of- 
fence or neglect refpectively.

VII. And whereas there are in the parifbes aforefaid many new Streets 
and ways made, which are fit and convenient to be paved with Rones, 
Gut for want of good order therein, are almoft unpaffable_to paffenzers ; 
be it enacted by the authority aforefaid, That it fhall and may 
be lawful for any one or more juftice or juftices of the peace of

VV HEREA S the free and eafy intercourfe and means of convey-

divers good and neceffary laws lave been heretofore made for the en- 
larging, repairing, and amending the highways and common roads of 
this kingdom : notwithflanding which laws, the fame are not in man 
parts Fs se ape amended and repaired, but remain almof? impaffable ;

ORASMUCH as divers countries of this kingdom comps chiefly 
of dairy farms, and are in great meafure fupported by the fale af 
butter and cheefe, the growth and produét of the fame; and by an 
act of parliament made in the fourteenth year of the reign of bis late 
majefiy King Charles the Second, intituled, An a& for reforming 13 & 14 Car.z. 
abufes in the weighing and falfe packing of butter, the weight ©-26- 
thereof is afcertained, and the goodnefs of the butter is fecured, under 
the pains and penalties therein mentioned: and whereas the cheefemon- 
gers of London, their factors or agents (without any authority } 
have appointed in all or moft of the fea port towns in the faid counties 
a certain officer, called a weigher, who oftentimes, feveral weeks 
after the cheefe and butter hath been bought and approved by the fac- 
tors and agents of the faid cheefemongers at the feller’s boufè, have 
taken upon them (without any authority) to weigh and search the faid 
butter when the fame comes to the fea ports to be fhipped, and there 
pretend that the fame is faulty, and fet rates of deduétion thereupan, 
and give notes thereof to the factors who bought fuch butter > aud 
when the factor comes to pay the feller for the fame, they demand an 
abatement accordingly, which if the feller refufeth to allow, there are 
Jrequent indictments or inforynatious exbibited againft the Sellers, upon

groffed by foreigners; and fince the expiration and revival of the 
faid aé?, there have not been any fhips fent from England to the 
fuid Greenland feas, or any oil, blubber, or whale fins imported in- 
to England, but Juch as have been bought of foreigners, whereby 
great Jums of money are yearly drawn out of England for K com- 
modities, and the rates and prices which are now paid for the Jame, 
are now above fix times more than heretofore they were, and the faid 
trade having been for above thefe twelve years laf? paft wholly loft to 
this kingdom, there are very few or no Enghifh harponters or Eng- 
lifh amen fkilled and exercifed in the faid trade of whale-catching, 
fo that the faid trade cannot now be tegained to this kingdom, nor 
can be carried on by or without the affifiance of foreign barponiers 
perfoniy. or or upon the fingle interefts or flocks of any particular 
perfons, or by any other way than by a joint ftock :

W HEREAS by feveral ftatutes, the one made in the eight 

and twentieth year of the reign of Edward the Third, and 
the other in the three and thirtieth year of the reign of King Henry 
the Eighth, and another in the fecond year of the reign of Edward 
the Sixth, late Kings of England, zron, copper, and bell-metal, are 
prohibited to be exported out of this realm, under feveral penalties in 
the faid fiatutes refpectively contained: For the better encourage- 
ment of the working of copper mines within their Majefties 
dominions.

HEREAS the art of the apothecary is of great and general ufe

to his Majefty’s fubjecis, which fhould oblige them folely to attend the 
duty of their profeffions ; yet by reason that they are compelled to serve 
feveral parifh, ward, and lect offices, in the places where they live, 
and are frequently fummoned to ferve on juries and inquefts, which 
take up great part 4 their time, they cannot perform the trufts repofed 
in them as they ought, nor attend the fick with fuch diligence as is re- 
quired: and whereas King James the. Fir/?, by his letters patents un- 
der the great feal of England, did incorporate the apothecaries exer- 
cifing that art within London and feven miles compafs, by the name 
of the mafter, wardens, and fociety of the art and myftery of the 
Apothecaries apothecaries of the city of London :

Newcatftle upon Tyne, Sunderland upon the river Weare, Culler- 
coates, Seaton-fluice, Blyth-nook, and all and every of the mem- 
bers, bavens, creeks, and places whatfoever, to the faid port of New- 
caftle belonging, upon the forfeiture that every keel, boat, wain, or 
cart, which fhould thereafter carry coals in any of the aforefaid places, 
before they fhall be admeafured and marked, as aforefaid, Jbould be 
forfeited, together with the coals laden upon them: notwithflanding 
which divers new frauds, deceits and abufes bave of late arifen, and 
are daily praétifed, to the diminution of his Majefty’s cuftoms, and the 
great prejudice and damage of the buyers and fellers of coals; for 
remedy whereof, : 
' II. Be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by Commiffion- 
and with the advice and confent of the lords {piritual and tem- ers to be ap- 
poral, and commons, in this prefent parliament affembled, and poires 37 ha 
by the authority of the fame, That commiffioners fhall from meafarement 
time to time be appointed by his Majefty, his heirs and fuccef- of keels in 
fors, for the admeafuring and marking all and every the keels, Newcaftie, &c. 
pan-keels, and pan-boats, and other boats, and wains, and carts 
ufed, or in any time hereafter to be ufed, for the carriage of 
coals in the port of Newcaftle upon Tyne, Sunderland upon the 1*GC0.2- ©.1§- 
river Weare, Culler-coates, Seaton-fluice, Blyth-nook, and all other es 
places within the counties of Northumberland and Durham, and 
all and every the members, havens, rivers, creeks and places 
whatfoever, to the faid port of Newca/tle, and counties aforefaid 
belonging ; which faid admeafurement fhall beby a dead weight 
of Jead or iron, or otherwife, as fhall feem meet to the faid com- 
miffioners, or any three of them, allowing three and fifty hun- 
dred weight to every chaldron of coals; which faid keels, beats, 
wains, or carts, hall be admeafured and mgrked at the times.

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and places and in manner hereafter mentioned ; any thing in 
the faid former acts to the contrary notwithftanding. 

III. Provided always, That the weight or contents of coals, 

loaden or carried by every fuch wain, fthall be of the weight or 
content of feventeen hundred weight and an half, and the weight 
or contents of coals, loaden or carried by every fuch cart, fhall 
be of the weight or content of eight hundred and three quar- 
ters ; and that three fuch wains, or fix fuch carts, fhall be reckon- 
ed and allowed for one chaldron, and no more, and that no 
other wains or carts are hereby intended to be admeafured or 
marked, but only fuch wains and carts as are now or hereafter 
fhali be employed in carrying coals to the ftaiths, to be directly 
put from the ftaiths into the fhips, and no others. 
IV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid,

to be admeafured accordingly ; and {hali give three days notice

refufe to have their faid keels, boats, wains or carts fo ad- 
meafured, they and every of them fhall incur the penalty here- 
after mentioned. 

V. Provided, ‘That no fuch keel or boat be admeafured, 
marked or nailed, but between the five and twentieth day of 
March, and the nine and twentieth day of September, in any 
year, nor fhall be admeafured, marked or nailed, to carry more 
than ten fuch chaldrons of coals at any one time; and that all 
fuch keels and boats belonging to the port of Newcafile fhall be 
admeafured, marked and nailed at the new key of the faid port, 
and that the keels and boats belonging to the river Weare fhall 
be admeafured, marked and nailed at Lambton Staiths, upon the 
faid river, and not elfewhere; and that all the keels and boats 
belonging to Culler-coats, Seaton-fluice, Blyth-nook, and all other 
places within the faid counties of Northumberland and Durham, 
as alfo all wains and carts, to be admeafured and marked by vir- 
tue of this act, fhall be admeafured and marked at fuch times and 
places as the faid commiffioners or any three of them fhall direct. 

VI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That every keel, boat, wain or cart, which from and a

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four and twentieth day of July, which fhall be in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand fix hundred ninety and five, fhall carry 
any coals in any of the places aforefaid, before they fhall be 
admeafured, marked and nailed as aforefaid, by three com- 
miffioners or more of them, fhall be and are hereby declared to 
be forfeited, together with the coals that fhall be laden upon them 
(unlefs the fame fhall happen by default of the faid commiffion- 
ers) one moiety of all which forementioned forfeitures fhall be 
to the King’s Majefty, his heirs and fucceffors, the other moiety 
to him or them that fhall difcover and fue for the fame in any 
of his Majeity’s courts of record, by bill, plaint or information, 
wherein no effoin, protection, imparlance or wager of law {hall be 
allowed; any ftatute, law or ufage to the contrary notwithftanding. 
= VII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, Punifhment of 
‘That in cafe after the admeafuring, marking and nailing of any perfon et 
keel, boat, wain or cart, the mark fhall be removed or altered pE = 
whereby to fruftrate the intent and meaning of this act, that 
every perfon and perfons, that fhall have a hand in or be privy 
to the doing thereof, and fhall upon proof thereof, by one or 
more credible witnefles, before any one or more juftice or juftices 
of the peace of the counties where the faid offence fhall happen 
to be committed, and convicted thereof, fuch perfon or perfons

of them, or fuch perfon or perfons as fhall be by them appoint- 
ed, fhall have authority, and are hereby authorized and impow- 
ered to admeafure, mark and nail the faid keels, boats, wains and 
carts anew, according to the directions hereby before given.

their Majefties feveral duties upon vellum, parchment and 
poper, for four years, towards carrying on the war againft France : 
“or the explaining and remedying the faid doubts and difficulties, 

II. Be it declared and enacted by the King’s moft excellent Recognizan- 
majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpi- ces before 
ritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent parliament unes or = 
afflembled, and by authority of the fame, That the faid act YS ee 
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nor any claufe therein contained, fhall be conftrued to charge 
with any duty fpecified in the faid act, any warrant made by, 
or recognizance taken before, any juftice or juftices of the 
peace, or any furrender of any copyhold eftate, or cop'es for 
fuch eftate, or any certificate of marriage of any widow :: any 
feaman, or any proceedings of any court martial which relate 
to the trial of any common foldier, or any orders, decrees or 
proceedings before any commiffioners of fewers, or in the 
court of ftannaries ; but the faid warrants, recognizances, 
furrenders, copies, certificates, orders, decrees and proceedings, 
fhall and are hereby declared to be exempted from the payment 
of any the duties mentioned in the faid act.

W HEREAS žy an aé? of parliament, made in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth years of the reign of his late majefty King 
Charles the Second, intituled, An aét for ordering the forces in 
the feveral counties of this kingdom, #t was (among /? other things) 
enacted, That in cafe of invafions, infurreétions, or rebellions, where- 
by ya i Jbould be to draw out the foldiers mentioned and appointed 
in and by the Jaid aét into aétual fervice, the perfons charged by the 
faid aé? with horfes, horfemen, and arms, fhould provide each their 
foldier refpeétively with pay in hand, not exceeding one month’s pays 
as fhould be in that behalf direéted by the re/peétive lieutenants of the 
Several counties, and in their abfence, or otherwife by their direction, 
by their deputies, or any two or more of them: For repayment of 
which faid monies, and for fatisfaction of the officers for their pay, 
during fuch time, not exceeding one month, as aforefaid, as they 
Should be with their foldiers in fuch actual fervice, it was thereby de- 
clared, that provifion fhould be made for the fame by his faid A4dajeftys 
his hetrs and fucceffors, out of his or their publick treafury or re- 
wenue: INeverthele/s it was thereby further provided and enacted, 
That in cafe a-month’s pay fhould be provided and advanced, as afire- 
Said, that no perfon who fhould have advanced his proportion gee A 
Should be charged with any other like month’s payment, until he or they 
Should have been reimburfed the faid month’s pay, and fa from time to 
time, the faid month’ s pay by him or them laft before provided and advan- 
ced, as aforefaid: And whereas upon the invafion of the coafts y this 
kingdom by the French it was found neceffary, for the publick defence 
and fafety, to draw out the faid foldiers into actual fervice, and to 
charge the faid perfons to provide each their foldier refpectively with 
pay in hand, although the month’s pay, by fevcral of them before that 
time provided and advanced, was not, nor could be, reimburfed: And 
whereas the like occafion may polfibly happen during the prefent war :

W HERE AS divers temporary laws, which by experience have

W HEREAS many evil apofed perfons affuming to themfelves 
| the names and titles of the King’s general or deputy furveyors 
of the highways, and other perfons, without any legal authority for 
the fame, have of late years, by threats, falfe informations, and other 
tllegal ways, extorted and gotten great fums of money from feveral 
owners of waggons and carriages of this kingdom, under colour and 
by force of the wording of a certain claufe in a certain aét of parlia- 
ment (intituled, An additional act for the better repairing of 
highways and bridges) made in the two and twentieth year of our 
late fovereign lord King Charles the Second, containing thefe words, 
That from and after the four and twentieth day of June, therein 
mentioned, no travelling waggon, wain, cart, or carriage, where- 
in any burthens, goods, or wares are or fhall be carried (other 
than fuch carts and carriages as are employed in and about huf- 
bandry, and manuring of lands, and in the carrying of hay, 
{traw, corn unthrefhed, coal, chalk, timber for fhipping, ma- 
terials for building, ftones of all forts, or fuch ammunition or 
artillery which fhall be for his Majefty’s fervice) -fhall at an 
time travel, or be drawn, or go in any common or publick

from and after the firft day of Auguft, one thoufand fix hundred 
ninety and fix, be exported free from the payment of all cuftom 
and duty whatever, whether the fame be exported in the pigce
